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Aberdeen — the granite city — ranks in general import- | 
ance as the third town in Scotland. It is situated at the 
mouth of the River Dee, and does a large trade in shipping, 
for the accommodation of which there is a good harbour 
and excellent docks. There is an old and a new part to the 
town, the latter possessing some fine streets and splendid 
buildings. 
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
